IN CE an additional Duty on Sugar is once more 
talked of, it behoves every Well-wiſher to his Country, 
to exert his Faculties in order to inform the Publick 
of the ill Conſequences that muſt follow an addi- 
tional Burthen on this declining Trade; and to ſatisfy the worthy 
Land-holders of Great Britain, that the Britiſh Sugar Planters now 
y more Taxes than they do, and more than any of their Rival 
Neighbours, beſides many.other Incumbrances and Hardſhips they 


Jabour under. 


Som x People urge that this Duty will fall on the Conſumer, 
and not on the Planter z or that if it ſhall fall on the Planters, they 


are well able to bear it from the exorbitant Price Sugar bas lately 
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fold forz and they would ſtrengthen this Opinion from the "oP 


of Living of ſome of our Sugar-Planters, 


TAI RE ti a great Variety in the produce of Sugar in all 
America: Some Tears, ſome particular Plantations, as well as 
the Colonies of ſome Powers, make large Crops, whilſt others 
make ſhort Crops; and ſome Years there will be more Sugar 
made by the Whole, than will anſwer the European Conſumption, 
and ſome Years leſs, as is the Caſe this very Year, (1747) which is | 
apparently the Cauſe of the Riſe of the Price of Sugar; but in other 
Yearsy when it ſhall happen that there is more made in America, 
than is wanted in Europe, which muſt be taken as a general 
Market, the Price will fall in Proportion all over Europe, and 
particularly in Great Brilain, without any Regard to Duties. So 
that all the Duties on Sugar in Great Britain, as well as the Colo- 
hics, will be ſo much Money taken from che neat Income of 
our Planters, 


T us it appears that the Price of Sugar fluftuates according 
to the Quantity imported into Europe, without any regard to 
any advanced Duties. Nor can the Quantity be proportioned or 
aſcertain'd according to the Demand, as in the Caſe of many 
other Commodities, from the great Charge in ſettling a Sugar 
Plantation, the long growth of the Sugar-Cane, the uncertain 
Produce, and many other Reaſons. It can be eaſily proved from 
the Merchants Books, that during the laſt Peace, Sugar fold at 


between 30 J. and 40 5. fer Hundred Weight, then fell down to 


between 155. and 25 5. according to the Surplus at Market, 
and then roſe again to between 3o s. and 40 5. according to the 
Scarcity, And all this Time there was little or no Variation in 
Freights, Inſurance, or Duties. - 


I VIII. ſuppoſe this intended Duty to be one Farthing per 
Pound, or 25. 4 d. per Hundred Weight, as formerly mentioned, 
and ſhall make my Computations accordingly,

TRI Quantity of Sugar imported into Great Britrin, * is abated 
of late Years, from high Prices of Negroes and other Planta. 
tion Neceſſaries, Hurricanes, Loſſes at Sea, and other Diſcourage- 
ments ; and the Price of Sugar is, of Conſequence, much higher 
than it was before ſuch Abatement, and yet the Planters in 
general are no Gainers thereby, ſince 60,000 Hhds. if ſold now 
at 42 5, per Hundred Weight in an Average, or 50,000 Hhds. 
at 48 5. per Hundred, or 40,000 Hhds. at 56 f. per Hundred, 


will clear our Planters in general leſs than 70, ooo Hhds. (which 


is a full Crop) will in Time of Peace if fold, at 25 s. per Hundred 
in an Average. All which will appear from the Appendix hereunto 
annex'd mark*d A. from which the following Table is taken. 


Ir appears by the firſt Article of this Table, that 45s. 5 d. 


per Hundred Duties taken from 13 5. 9 d. per Hundred, is 3 1 per 


Cent, or 6 5. 6 d. now paid out of every 205, Sterling, arid the 
additional Duty before-mention*d of 2 s. 4 d. per Hundred taken 
from 9 5. 4 d. per Hundred, is 251. per Cent. or 251. out of every 
100 J. clear'd by the Planters in general from their Plantations,

when 70,000 Hhds, of Sugar are fold in Great Britain in one 


Year at 255, per Hundred Weight in an Average, and the 
other three Articles may be computed accordingly, 


Tuus it appears to a Demonſtration, from theſe four Compu- 
tations, which are fully explain'd by the ſaid Appendix A, that the 
Price of Sugar is govern'd by the Quantity, and that the Duties 
lie on the Planters, and that they pay a much larger Proportion 
of the neat Income of their Plantations for Taxes, than is now paid 
by the Landholders of Great Britain, 


Tus E Computations are made upon the whole Britzh Sugary, 
from the belt Proofs that an Affair of this Sort can admit of, 
But in this Cale, as in all others of the like Nature, there is a great 
Variety as to Particulars, Some Planters will make much more 
than others from their Skill, Art, Induſtry and good Management, 
as well as from the Goodneſs of their Soil, Quality of their Sugar, 
Situation for Rains, commodious Buildings, Succeſs as to Mor- 
tality amongſt their Negroes, Horſes and Cattle; and great Va- 
riety will happen from Hurricanes and Blaſt; and ſome particular 
Spots of Land may be compared to Hop- Lands in England, and 
ſome few Plantations, in very good Years, will yield as much 
Rum as will go near to anſwer their Plantation Expences, and 
others not half as much; and ſometimes the Sugar and Rum to— 
gether will not anſwer the neceſſary Expences of the Plantation; 
and many of our Plantations often run their Owners in Debt from 
dry Weather and other Caſualties, (without any Regard to Cap. 
tures) as is the Caſe this Year with many of our Sugar Planters, 
altho' the Price of Sugar is at this Time ſo high. And theſe 
Planters muſt have Recourſe to their Merchan:s and Factors in 
England, and borrow Money of them, at 51, per Cent, Intereſt, to 
ſupport their Plantations till better Times, unleſs an additional 
Duty on Sugar ſhall put a Check to their uſual Credit on. ſuch 
Diſaſters, and thereby oblige them to borrow Money in the Co- 
lonies at 8 J. per Cent Intereſt, if this Duty will not affect their 
Credit there allo, and compel them to remove with their moveable 
Stock to ſettle in Foreign Colonies. 

THERE 
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THERE are other Planters who have met with better Succeſs 
from the Reaſons or Varieties juſt mention'd ; and ſome of them 
live here and enjoy the Fruits of, perhaps, an Hundred Years In- 
duſtry of their Anceſtors, in Planting, Merchandize, and other 
Profeſſions in that Part of the World, who thereby lent a helping 
Hand towards the Advancement of the Britiſþ Colonies, and con- 
ſequently the Britiſh Trade and — 


B uv T theie Sugar Planters are very few in Proportion to thoſe 
that are labouring with the utmoſt Induſtry in the Colonies, a- 


gainſt a ſtrong Rivalſhip, heavy Duties, and many other Incum-. 
brances. 


TRE Rx is another Point worthy of the moſt ſerious Atten- 
tion with regard to laying an additional Duty on Britiſh Sugar, 
even let it be ever ſo ſmall, which is the great Increaſe of the 
French in the Weſt-India Trade over and above any other European 
Power. 


Tu E Sugars produced by the French in 1742, amounted to- 
the Quantity of * 122,500 Hhds. of 12 Hundred each; and they 
ſpare to foreign Markets from the Quantity of 60,000 to 80,000 
ſuch Hhds. per Aunum, beſides Indigo, Ginger, Coffee, Cocoa, 
and other Products of their Sugar Iſlands, which together, before 
the preſent French War, amounted to upwards of two Millions 
Sterling: A Sum exceeding our Land-Tax of 45. in the Pound. 
And before the Peace of Utrecht, . the Engliſh exceeded the French 
in their Weſt- India Trade abundantly, and even ſupplied them 
with Britiſh Sugar, and imported large Quantities of Briiiſb Indigo, 
and now have Joſt that valuable Branch of Trade by a Multiplicity 
of Duties: And may not the ſame Cauſe produce. the ſame Effect 
with Regard to Britiſb Sugar?

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Tur Quantity of Sugars produced by the Engliſh, the ſame 
Year, amounted to no more than“ 65,500 Hhds. of 12 Hundred 
each, and the Exportation of all the Britiſh t- India Products, tg 
all Foreign Markets and Ireland too, will ſcarcely pay for the 
Indigo we now take of Foreigners.

formerly they ſupplied England and France with conſiderable Quan. 
titics of Sugar, betore they advanced their Duty to El Dizieme, or 
10 per Cent, and before the French ran fo far a-head of all their 
Riva!

T n t Dalch uſually produce between 30,000 and 40,000 Hhds. 
of Sugar per Amum at Surinam, and are now, with the Help of 
the | Engliſh, making Improvements on Berbecte and Tſequebe, 
an extenſive Country well water'd with navigable Rivers, 
adjoining to Su77nam on the Continent of South Avmerica ; 
and ſometimes they import Sugar from the Eaſt Indies. They 
pay 3 per Cent Duty on their Sugar either in their Plan- 
tations, or in Holland, at the Option of the Proprictor, and 
according to their Method of rating their Sugar, do not pay above 


2 per Cent on the full Value.

WHETHER 
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WHETHE & the great Increaſe of the French in this valuable 
Branch of Commerce, ſo much beyond any other European Power, 
is owing to the Extent and Fertility of their Territories in the 
Weſt-Indies, or to their prudent Regulations and Encouragements 
at Home and Abroad, from the Experience and Vigilance of 
their Council of Commerce, I will not determine; tho? I believe 
chiefly to the latter; but be that as it may, I ſhall proceed with 


ſhewing the particular Care the French take of their Commerce to 


Africa and their Waſt.- India Iſlands, which will appear from what 
follows, viz. | 


I one of the French Memorials, the Deputies of the Coun- 
cil of Trade repreſent to the Royal Council, That the Com- 
© merce of Guinea has ſuch Relation to that of the French Iſlands 
in the W:ſt-Indies, That the one cannot ſubſiſt without the 
other. By thoſe Trades we have deprived our Competitors in 
* Traffick of the great Profits which they drew from Us, and 
© may put ourſelves into a Condition, by their Example, to draw 
Profit in our Turn from them, and eſpecially from the“ Eugliſb. 
We may increaſe thoſe Trades conſiderably, ſeeing that Nation 


in their Iſlands, with leſs Advantage than we, in Territories of 


% leſs Extent, and in much leſs Time, have found Means to em- 
„ ploy yearly above 500 Ships, whilſt we do not, without great 
«© Difficulty, employ 100,-Every Body is ſenſible of the Benefit 
of Navigation, and that the Happineſs and Glory of a State 
very much depend upon it: There can be no Commerce with. 
out it; it governs the Fortunes of the Merchants; it maintairs 
na great Number of Subjects, Seamen and Mechanicks; no one 
«< is ignorant that the Navigation of France owes all its Increaſe 
and Splendor to the Commerce of its Iſlands, and that it cannot

Ir appears that the French have dry obſerved that Rule, as 
they have laid little or no Duties on the Importation of their Sugar, 
or any of their American Products, ſince the Year 1698, however 
preſſing the Exigencies of their Government have been, or whate- 
ver Price their Sugar has fold at ſince that Time. 


Trax y pay but 3? per Cent on a low Valuation, which reduces 


it to about 2 per Cent on the Importation of their Sugar into France, 
beſides an Inland Duty of three Livres, or 25. 9 4. Sterling, per 
Hundred, with a Deduction z yet Sugars, and other Effects of 
their African Company, are excmpted from half the Impoſts pay- 
able at the Cuſtom-Houſe, and from all local Duties on what is 


imported or exported by them: And the French Planters pay but 


x per Cent on the Exportation of their Plantation Products from 
their Illands, whilſt the Planters of Barbadoes and the Leeward 
Iſlands pay 4 + per Cent on their Exports. 


T xx Prench King allows his Subjects that Trade to Africa, a 
Bounty of 10 Livres, or 9 5. 2 d. Sterling a-head for every Ne- 
groe, and as much for every Ounce of Gold Duſt which they carry 


from the Coaft of Guinea; and they are allowed ſeveral other Ad- 
vantages. , 


Tar French are permitted to carry their Sugar, and other 
American Products, from their Sugar Iſlands, directly to Spain, 
and from the commodious Situation of Dunkirk, Qſtend and Mar- 


It is notorious that whenever the Price of Sugar is high in Great Britain, the 


Conſumption, and conſequently the Revenue, abates in Proportion. | 
feillts, 
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feilles, they have in Effect the like e to Flanders, Holland, 
Germany and Ttaly. 


A x 5 although the French King's Edicts, or Laws, are as firict 


as our Acts of Trade and Navigation, as to the Prohibition of 


Foreigners from trading in their Iſlands. and Colonies in America, 


yet their great Officers have diſcretionary Power to diſpenſe with 


thoſe Laws, where it ſhall appear for the Benefit of their Colonies, 
and without prejudice to the Trade and Navigation of France. 


Tua r v often exchange their Surplus Rum and Molaſſes with 


the Engliſb for Caſh, Horſes, Shipping, Timber, Proviſions and 
other Plantation Neceſſaries, to a very great Amount. 


Turk R k is a conſiderable Trade carried on between the French 


INands and the Spaniſh lands of Margueritta, Trinidado, Porto- Rico, 
and other Spaniſh Ports in America, whereby the French receive from 
the Spaniards, Money, Horſes, Mules, Cocoa, Cochineal, To- 
bacco and other American Products, in return for French Manufac- 
tures and Negroes. And the French employ between 100 and 150 
Sail of Sloops and other Veſſels, in and about the Iſland of Martinico. 


Tur Fra King grants Lands in his Plantations, Gratis, to 
poor People, ſent thither from Fance, and gives them other En- 
couragements to go over and ſettle there; and moreover, lends 


Money to his American Subjects, 11 Caſcs of Hurricanes, or other 


unavoidable Misfortunes. 


TAE y check exorbitant Fees, extravagant Port Charges and 
Extortions, and diſcountenance Uſury and high Intereſt in their 


Colonies, and take ſpecial Care that none of their Planters Eſtates 5 


are broke up by haſty Creditors, and in ſuch a Manner as tends to 
the Advantage of all Parties intereſted, as well as to the Benefit of 


the Colony. 


Tur F6rtifications in the French Sugar Iſlands are erected and 


maintained at the King's Expence; which in che Engliſh Iſlands, is 
B 2 chicfly 
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chiefly done by the Inhabitants at a vaſt Expence, efpecially in 
Time of War, and that excluſive of the ſaid Duty of 4 4 per Cent. 
And he pays Wages to Marines that are taken on Board their 
private Ships, which Ships are at the Expence of Victuals only fo 
uch Marines, 


THE French have lately ſent a Governor, with Men and Cannon, 


to Sta Lucia, with a View of ſeizing and fettling that Iſland, where 
there is as good an Harbour as that in the Iſland of Cape Breton, in 
Sight of Martinico, and another not much inferior to it; and they 
are determined to hold it at all Events, well knowing that the Power 
that holds that Iſland will keep their Enemies in Awe in that Part of 
the World, and diſtreſs them in Time of War, if not totally over- 
throw them : For this Reaſon, as the Marquis De Champaignie, Ge- 
neral of the French Windward Iſlands, declared long ſince to the 
Author. It has always been thought good Policy in both Crowns to 
let this fruicful and important Iſland remain neutral; and it is to be 
hoped that timely Care will be taken that it may be fo, or thar ic 
may be ours, ſince we have now ſo great a Superiority at Sea; and 
leſt che French ſhould fortify this Harbour, in like Manner as they 
did that in the ſaid Iſland of Cape Breton, and thereby give another 
tempting Azylum for the diſtreſs'd Sugar Planters of Barbados, and 
the Leeward Iſlands, without ſome farther Relief, inſtead of addi 
tional Hardſhips, 


TRE y Coin ſmall Pieces of Silver in France for the particular 
Uſes of their Sugar Colonies, and fend it there to pay off thcir 
Governors, and other publick Officers, and to eaſe their Trade, 
On the other Hand, the Britiſb Sugar Planters raiſe Money to pay, 
not only their own Governors and other publick Officers, but alſo 
the Governors of Bermuda and the Bahama Iſlands in America, as 
well as the Governor of the Iſland of Jer in Europe. 


TE tender Care the French take of their Trade is further 
evident from the following Extract taken from the before-mention*d 
Memorial,

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Memorial, preſented by the Deputies of the Council of Commerce 
to the Royal Council in 1701. viz, 


TAE Deputies are obliged to obſerve further to the Council, 
© that for three or four Years paſt, a Duty is levied, at St. Domingo, 
of two Sols per Livre, or Pound Weight, on Indigo ſhipp'd off 
there. This Novelty is the more pernicous, becauſe that Drug 
** ſerves for dying our Manufactures into Blues or Blacks, and becauſe 
*© we make a conſiderable Traffick of it to the North. Tis of great 
Importance for the Council to be pleaſed to take off this Duty, 
which is capable of ruining the Cultivation of this Drug.” Page 1 5, 


TRIESsE two Sols per Pound Duty on Indigo, is about 4 per 
Cent on 2 5. 3 d. Sterling, the uſual Price of one Pound of Indigo 
in the Yeſt-Indies, I wiſh we could ſce ſuch a Report here with 
Regard to the Duties paid by the Brir;/b Sugar Planters, 


T n 15 Council of Trade is ſo wiſely eſtabliſhed, that the Royal 
Council form their Reſolutions, chiefly upon the Informations they 
receive from it; and this Eſtabliſhment ſeems more agreeable to the 
Intention of improving Commerce, as this Council is chiefly elect- 
ed by Merchants of their principal trading Towns; and beſides the 
elected muſt be Men that have been a long Time engaged in Com- 


nmerce. 


Now I have ſhewn the particular Care the French have taken to 
encourage their Sugar Trade, and the great Succeſs they have met 
with, I (hall obſerve that a * loſt Trade, of this Nature and Conſe- 
quence, cannot be regain'd without the TENDEREST CARE of the 


Britiſh Legiſlature z nor can the moſt induſtrious People, in that 


Part of the World, make any great Improvements in their Quan- 
tity of Sugar, ſo as to afford any conſiderable direct Exportation 
to forcign Markets, until they advance their Number of Negroes,

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and other Stock and Property proportionably, which cannot be 
expected in any ſhort Space of Time,, if at all, whilſt fo large a 
Proportion of the neat Profits of their preſent Stock and Property 1s 
taken away for Duties and Taxes. 


AN p beſides the greater Part of our Sugar, according to the 
preſent Situation of our Sugar Trade, muſt come to Great Brilain, 
from the Influence the Merchants and Factors of Great Britain 
have over the Planters that are indebted to them, together with 
the Encouragements the French receive from their Mother Coun- 
try, as they can thereby afford their Sugar cheaper at Foreign 


Markets than the Engl can, without plentitul Crops on our Part, 
whilſt ſhort Crops happen on tacirs. 


S1xCE this is the Caſe, let every Man judge whether our 
Sugar Trade can bear more Duties, or whether it does not ſtand 
in Need of immediate Relict; for if our Quantity of Sugar con- 
tinues to “* abate, the Price in Great Britain will, of Courſe, 
be much higher, which will conſequently increaſe the Practice of 
Smuggling Loaf Sugar from Iloalland and Hamlurgb, as has been 


practiſed 1or many Years paſt, in the North of Scotland, and other 
Parts of Great Britain, 


A x p ſhould the expected Revenue, from this propoſed addi- 


tional Duty on Sugar be found J inſufficient, what will be the 
Conlquence of ſuch an additional Duty? 


Fox ſuppole the Conſumption of Britih Sugar, in Great 


Britain, ſhoulj, by Means of high Taxes, ſmuzgling and De ſer- 


tion into foreign Colonies, be reduced to 400,000 Ct. after an ad- 
ditional Duty of 2 5. 4 4 per Ct. ſhould be laid, which is 
much about the Quantity imported into Great Britain this Year, 
then the Datics of 3s, 6 d. and 2 5.

THERE was indeed a great Importation of Sugar into Great 
Britain during this laſt mentioned Term of 7 Tears, which 
brought the Price down to a very low Ebb. This diſcouraged 
ſmugg ling of Foreign Loaf- Sugar, and increaſed the Conſump- 
tion of Britiſh Sugar, and conſequently the Revenue. And will 
not. the Decreaſe of the Conſumption of Brit;h Sugar have the 
contrary Effect? Since whatever Quantities of Sugar this Nation 
ſhall conſume over and above what ſhall be imported from our 
Plantations, muſt be ſmuggled in, which will ſubſtitute the 
Products of our Rivals in the Room of our own, to the great Pre- 
judice of the Landed-Intereſt of this Kingdom, as it will abate 
the Conſumption of all Sorts of our + Manufactures that are 
ſent not only directly to the Sugar Plantations, but alſo to Africa, 
Ireland, Madeira, and the Northern Colonics and Fiſheries, in 
Exchange for Negroes, Salt Beef, Porl:, Fiſh, Train-Oil, Tim- 

er- Stavts and other Neceflaries for the Sugar Colonies, All which

+ Wo-llen, Linnen, Si!k, Iron, Leather, Copper, Braſ and other Manufac- 
tures, and parricalarly Duroys, Camblets, Crapes, Cottons, Penniſtones, Kerſeys, 
Broad-Cloth, Stockings, Hats. Handkerchicfs, Straining-Cloth, Callicoce, Fui- 
tians, Tickens, L:ce, Lawns, Oznabrige, Garlix, Sileſas, Check, Hollands-Duck, 
lammels, Crocus, Cambrick, Saddles, Gloves, Harneſs, Shoes, Boots, Belts,

Ir has alſo been urged; that Sugar is a luxurious Commo- 
dity, and therefore ought to be further tax'd; but when the 
Nature and Uſefulneſs of that Commodity are duly weighed and 
conſider'd, it may well be imagin'd that whilſt we are con- 
ſuming Sugar, we are, in Effect, conſuming the Britiſb Products 
and Manufactures juſt mentioned, from which it originally ariſes, 
And beſides, Sugar gives Vent to Tea, Coffee, Chocolate, 
Ruin, Arrack, and many other Commodities that pay large 
Duties to the Crown : Theſe Duties will allo abate in Proportion 
to the Abatement of the Conſumption of thoſe Articles, which 
are chiefly conſumed by thoſe that can afford it; and beſides 
they contribute largely towards ſupporting our Trade to the 
Eaſt Indies, as well as the JYet-Indies, and all other Trades depen- 
dant thereon. And Sugar alſo gives a Vent to many Sorts of 
Fruits of Great Britain, which are uſed for Sweetmeats, and 


for Home made Wines; but when Sugar is too high, many of 
thoſe Fruits will fall to the Ground and rot, 


S1NCE it is thus apparent that the Manufactures and 
Traffick, and conſequently the Navigation, Wealth and naval 
Power of Great Britain, depend, in great Meaſure, on the Trade 
of our Sugar Iſlands, it ſcems but reaſonable it ſhould meet with 
all due Encouragement. 


Ar leaſt that nothing ſhould be done to the Prejudice of 
this Trade, and conſequently to the Prejudice of Old England, 
as it muſt end in the further Encouragement of the French, our 
greateſt Rivals in Trade; for Diſcouragements on one Hand, 
will always give Advantage to the Competitor. 


Tu x Conſequence of which will infallibly, in the Courſe 
of a few Years, give our natural Enemy, and moſt power-
